1. With the activation of the Current Intelligence and Indications 
Center of the Defense Intelligence Agency on 5 November 1961, and the 
production of the daily intelligence bulletin, the DIA has received 
requests from other U.S. government agencies and departments concerning 
the release of information appearing in the bulletin. 

2. The DIA is developing the internal capability to control the release 
of intelligence information under DIA cognizance to foreign governments 
and international commands as provided for in National Disclosure Policy 
and other pertinent directives, but as an interim measure must rely on 
established capabilities for determining release and dissemination of 
the agencies or departments which furnished material on which bulletin 
items are based. 

3. The Current Intelligence and Indications Center of the DIA will pro- 
vide guidance relative to the source of the inform8.tion appearing in the 
daily intelligence bulletin upon request, and will maintain working 
liaison with the federal departments and established groups in matters 
concerning intelligence dissemination and release.
